George M. Hope, member of the 
board of education from the sixth 
ward: “I am in favor of a readjust- 
ment in rates, but 1 believe the reduc- 
tion shoulg be uniform and not con- 
fined to one or more particular Class 
or classes. That The Constitution will 
receive city-wide support in this move- 
ment is seemingly a foregone con- 
clusion, judging from the many views 
l have heard expressed today.” 

L. M. Landrum, assistant superin- 
tendent of schools and secretary of 
boarg of education: ‘‘Other than. in- 
dorsing a plan to obtain lower rates, I 
am in favor of compelling the Jtreet 
railway company to offer better ac- 
commodations. During the rush hours 
of the afternoon service on the con- 
gested lines is worse than in any city 
1 ever have visitéd. Concessions to 
school children and teachers is a plan 
Atlanta has needed for years. To the 
low-salaried teacher and student 
whose parents are in only moderate 
circumstances such a readjustment 
would mean more than coulg be 
imragined by those unacquainted with 
the school situation.” 

Keynote of Sentiment. 

Dr. G Y. Pierce, member of the 
board of education from the fifth 
ward: “In launching the movement 
to readjust street car rates in Atlanta 
The Constitution has struck the key, 
note of public sentiment, It'is a plan 
long desired by.all classes of citizenry. 
It receives my heartiest indorsement 
and the crusade can be assured of my 
support in compelling an investiga- 
tion into the present rates, 

Shepard Bryan, member of the board 
of education from the eighth ward: “1 
am in favor of an investigation into 
whe rates of Atlanta’s street car 
service, and particularly indorse the 
plan to lower the fares for school chil- 
dren and their teachers. I have not 
studied the situation enough to be 
able to further express myself on the 
matter.” ' 

Walker Dunson, real estate and 
loans: “I think the reduction should 
be granted. Reduced fares are given 
in Washington and Richmond and 
have workeq no hardships. If this is 
the case there, whv not here?” 

John N. McEachern, well-known in- 
surance man and police commissioner 
“I eould not say that the Georgia 
Railway and Electric Company ought 
to lower street car fares, because I am 
not sufficiently advised of the situa- 
tion, but if the railroad commission 
says the income of the company justi- 
fies it, if st could be doneanda dividend 
still be paid, then I think it would be 
a g£00q plan. It would be advisable to 
take the metter up to the comm:3sion 
anyway, let them decide it, and thus 
put an end to criticisms which are 
now being made. If the plan is feas- 
ible it would certainly be of great 
benefit to the people.” 


“Arbitrary,” Says Smith. 
Lee Smith, police commissioner 
and one of the labor leaders of the 
city: “I think the street railway 
company is arbitrary to the extent of 
not granting at once the six for a 
quarter fares, which the city deserves. 
These should be sold to everybody. It 
is done in practically every city in the 
United States that has outgrown the 
Village state, ang every town of im- 
portance has guch rates. I think they 
should also give the eight tickets for 
a quarter, under restrictions as sug- 
gested by The Constitution, if they can 
afford it. This should be left to the 
railroad commission. [ think they 
could well afford to do it, for they 
would lose nothing, because of the in- 
creased travel.” ' 

George Johnson, for many years a 
member of the board of police com- 
missioners, and one of Atlanta's 
best-known citizens: “I think the six 
for a quarter plan &dvocated by The 
Constitution is exactly what is needed, 
and if this is given by the street car 
company the general public will be 
satisfied without further reductions. 
This plan is what they have-in Rich- 
mond, Va. It works admirably; so, why 
not have it here? The street car com- 
pany tas given Atlanta the finest serv- 
ice in the country, and the universal) 
transfers which they instituted is a 
great benefit to the city. But they 
could well afford the six for a quarter 
tickets, g0Qq at any time, and the peo- 
ple would be satisfied. The increased 
traffic would bring increased revenue, 
too, for everybody walking down the 
street with a friend would be more 
likely to ask the friend to ride if they 
had tickets in their pockets than if 
they had to cough up a dime.”

when purchases are ‘made in lots. 
There are. many children in the city 
who are forced to walk to and from 
school every day because the parents 
are not able to pay 10 cents a day 
street car fare. If the street car com- 
pany would sell, say, eight tickets for 
@ quarter, these same children could 
escape at least the rough weather 
through which they are now compelied 
to walk. Then, the*workingmen should 
have a reduced rate. As it.is, men hold- 
ing jobs a long way from home are 
compelled to start for their work shops 
away ahead of time in order to be on 
hand when work begins. 
because that 10 cents each day will 
buy something to eat off the high- 
Price markets now prevailing, and a 
man must eat to work. Of course, I 
know the workingmen don’t want to 
rob the street car company, and would 
ask for the concession suggested only 
in event the company can afford it.”’ 


Children Must Walk. 


L. P. Marquardt, local organizer of 
the American Federation of Labor: “In 
my opinion, The Constitution’s dope on 
reduced street car fares for school 
children and working folk is the right 
thing. I can see but one side to the 
question, and that favors the plan sug- 
gested. I have long had the views The 
Constitution expressed this morning, 
an@ 1 sincerely hope the day is not far 
distant when 1 can see it materialized. 
Do you realize how many children, 
especially of the working-folk classes, 
walk to and from school every day 
simply because.the parents are not 
able to spend 10 cents a day in that 
way? With reduced fares, as contem- 
plated, almost every child in the city 
could ride, at least in bad weather. If 
the street car company can be made 
to see it that way, andI am inclined to 
think it will, the company will make 
more by the reduction than at the 
Present rate. With the reduction, the 
patronage would increase materially, 
and that at once. More people riding 
would mean, in my .opinion, more 
money for the street car company.” 

Carl Karston, president of the At- 
lanta Federation of Trades: “If the 
Street car company can possibly give 
the school children the reduced fares 
Suggested, I think it should be done. 

have always contended that the 

School children are entitled to a cheap 
rate, and I see no reason why I now 
should change my views. The health of 
school children is endangered by ex- 
posure en route to school in the morn- 
ing and home in the afternoon, simply 
because the parents are unable to 
spend that 10 cents a day. It is a pro- 
tection to which the children are en- 
titled, and I sincerely hope that it may 
be given them, even if a sacrifice is 
necessary somewhere else. Yes, I think 
the workKingman should have a cheap 
rate, too, on his way to work and on 
his way home after he is tired from a 
hard day’s work.” 
_H. M. Dorsey, solicitor general of 
Fulton county: “I believe the move to 
be an excellent one, and am heartily 
in favor of special rates being granted 
School children and laboring men in 
factories at once. At Present, the 
Street railway company is a young or- 
Sanization, and is operating several 
lines which are run at a loss, and, 
therefore, I do not think it would be 
just to force them to grant special 
rates to all just at present. Later, 
When all lines are paying, I think 
lower rates should be made, but I 
would like to see the two classes I 
mentioned get it at once.” 


Chattanooga Man Talks. 


wa | do not believe that there is a city 
of its size in the country that has 
better schedules, bigger or faster cars, 
and that gives any better all-around 
service than that of the Chattanooga 
Railways Company,” said L. L. Stod- 
dard, a Ch&ttanoogan here on business 
yesterday. ‘We are given six tickets 
for a quarter, or 100 tickets for $4. 
The company issues books of 100 tick- 
ets, which are very popular, and prac- 
tically everybody who rides on the 
cars daily carries these books. They 
Save just one dollar every hundred 
rides. 

“We get universal transfers. The 
company has always sold school tick- 
ets. I forget the exact price, but they 
are just a few cents each—about half 
price, I believe, 

“The street car officials have shown 
a very liberal attitude towards the 
public. Only this week they have of- 
fered free power for a white way sys- 
tem of several blocks, extending from 
the Terminal Station to the business 
section.” 

‘Lhe system in vogue in Richmond 
seems to me to be the best I have ever 
heard of,” said L. J. Wing, local man- 
ager for the Regal Shoe Company, 
when discussing the street car fare 


problem yesterday. 


“In that city they issue a working- 
man’s ticket, good on any car boarded 
before 7 a. m. Two of these tickets 
are sold for 5 cents, and universal 
transfers are issued On them just as 
On any other ticket. 

“The street car company 
Sells six tickets for 25 cents. 

“The best. feature of the working 
man’s ticket is that it helps people of 
this class to get to work early and re- 
lieves the congestion of the cars be- 
tween 7 and 8 o’clock. 

“I. would like to see some scheme of 
the same kind worked out here.” 


Other Cities Benefited. 


Ed Cerf said that he was in favor 
of anything that would help the work- 
ing class. He said that’ every other 
city of importance in the country had 
cheaper street car fares than Atlanta, 
and that he haped this city would soon 
Set in the same class. 

M. Straus, manager of The Bootery, 
said that he was more personally in- 
terested in the reduction of the ‘elec- 
tric Nght charges, but that he also 
favored the ‘reduction in car fares as 
outlined in The Constitution. He said, 
however, that if all of the reductions 
could not be secured, he hoped the 
electric light charges would first be 
investigated, ‘ 

F. S. Stewart, the Whitehall street 
shoe man, said he was glad to see The 
Constitution start this fight, and hoped 
that they would keep it up. He is in 
favor of lower street car fares for the 
working man and school children, and 
hopes that six tickets will be sold for 
25 cents to every one, 

Regarding the reduction or revision 
of the rate of street car fares in At- 
lanta, prominent men in real estate 
circlés have expressed the opinion that 
not only would it be entirely just, but 
that it would be one of the greatest 
drawing cards for the growth of the 
city that Atlanta could put forth. It 
was pointed out by many that several 
large cities have reduced the fare to 
3 cents for all passengers, and that 
there is scarcely a town in the country 
which has a street car system of any 
sort that has not at least a reduced 
rate for tickets purchased in quanti- 
ties of half a dozen or more. The rate 
of eight tickets for a quarter was 
highly approved by every agent who 
was asked to express his opinion. 
Many thought that this rate should 
apply not Only to school chiidren, but 
to the general public as well, 

Realty Men Unanimous. 

Not a dissenting opinion was ex- 
pressed *by any that such a revision of 
rates would prove beneficial to the 
public and the street railway company 
alike. 

J. H. Ewing said: “The idea strikes 
me as one of the best things that has 
been advanced ih Atlanta in years. 
Other ¢ities do it and profit by it, and 
there is nothing another town can do 
that Atlanta cannot 4o. While I think 
that it is nothing more than just that 
such a rate should be made for the 
general public, J am entirely of the 
opinion that this arrangement should 
be made for school children. I have 
no doubt that there are families in 
Atlanta who find it a hardship to pay 
two street car fares a day for several 
children to keep them in school, and 
there are probably many children who 
are deprived of that education which 
they should have on accaqunt of the 
distance which they live from the pub- 
lic schools when a revision of rates 
would alleviate the situation. Upon 
the education of our children depends 
the future citizenship and welfare of 
our city and our country, and to neg- 
lect anything which might make their 
education more universal I should con- 
sider as a great calamity.” 

Harris G. White, an officer in the 
Atlanta Real Estate Men's associa- 
tion, was thoroughly in accord with 
Mr. Ewing's views of the matter. He 
said: “It is a thing that A

should have, and, withal, a thing that 
the street car company can well af- 
ford. As a matter of .fact, I should 
think that the officials of the company 
would .consider such a rate a good 
thing from a purely business stand- 
point, for the increase in the number 
of people they would carry would 
Many times compensate them for the 
reduction in fares.” 

Others pointed out that in the last 
ten years there has been but very 
little extension of the lines of the 
company, while the population of At- 
lanta has steadily grown and the resi- 
dence districts have spread out overa 
large territory that needs service, 
while other sections have become con- 
gested, because they . eould *get 
service there and could not get it in 
more desirable residential sections. It 
wae also pointed out that in many ![n- 
Stances the property owners have 
either paid for or helped pay for the 
few extensions that have been made, 
a concrete example being made of the 
recent extension of the Piedmont ave- 
nue line. 

Arkwright Has Statement. 

That an investigation of the lighting 
rates is not distasteful to the Georgia 
Railway and Electric Company was the 
gist of a statement issued yesterday by 
t’reston ArKwright, head of the corpo- 
ration. Mr. Arkwright said: 

“The city has filed complaint with 
the railroad commission, and that 
tribunal is the proper one’ to determine 
the matter. The company has no de- 
sire to*avoid a hearing on this subject, 
but on the contrary is glad to have 
this matter tnorougnly investigated. It 
will furnish to the commission any in- 
formation within its power, and wel- 
comes the opportunity to make a full 
presentation of the facts. 

“If the real purpose is sincerely to 
fix proper and reasonable rates, it 
would seem that the case would be al- 
lowed to proceed before the tribunal 
appointed by the law to try it and to 
which the council has appealed. 

“Everybody will recognize that any- 
body buying electric current wants to 
get it as cheap as he can, and that any 
proposition to force the electrie light 
company to sell its current at a cheap- 
er price will meet with instantaneous 
and unanimous approval by the users 
of that current. It is easy to under- 
Stand, therefore, that it is a great 
temptation to politicians and others to 
take advantage of this public senti- 
ment, not perhaps with any deliberate 
design to injure somebody else’s prop- 
erty, but in order to advance their 
political interests, which, perhaps, ex- 
cuses the failure to strictly regard the 
rights of a public service company. 

“Statements have been made that the 
light and power rates of the Georgia 
Railway and Electric Company are 
higher than the majority of other 
cities. It is difficult to compare elec- 
tric lighting rates, because of the 
great diversity in the schedules of the 
various electric lighting companies, 
scarcely any two of which make rates 
on the same basis. Growing out of the 
fact that electricity cannot be econom- 
ically stored, every electric light com- 
pany makes a_ differentiation in the 
rates dependent upon the number of 
hours of use that is made by the cus- 
tomer of the current; for instance, the 
rates of the Georgia Railway and Elec- 
tric Company for lighting purposes de- 
pendent upon the hours of use are} as 
follows: 9c, 5.4c, 3.6c, 2-7c. 

“Its power rates are as follows: 5.4c, 
2.7¢c, 1.8¢, 1.35c. 

“The average rate received by the 
Georgia Railway and Electric Company 
per kilowatt hour during the year 1911 
was 3.47c. 

“A proper comparison of rates woula 
be not a comparison of maximum rates 
nor a comparison of minimum rates, 
but a comparison of the average rates. 
An investigation of rates charged in 
other southern cities will show that 
the Georgia Railway and Electric Com- 
pany’s rates are lower than nearly any 
other southern city; also, that they are 
lower than a great majority of Amer- 
ican cities. Statements have been pub- 
lished as to the rates in Jacksonville. 
The average rate in Jacksonville is be- 
tween five and six cents. The average 
rate of the Georgia Railway and Elec- 
tric Gompany is much lower than the 
rates charged in Jacksonville, a munic- 
ipal plant. The rates charged in Savan- 
nah, Ga., and Montgomery, Ale. are 
lower than the rates charged by the 
Georgia Railway and Electric Com- 
pany. The reason for this is that in 
each of these cities there are two com- 
panies engaged in a cut-throat rate 
war.”

EDUCATING SOUTH IN SANITATION. 


Other than surface significance attaches to the second annual 
‘report of the Rockefeller sanitary commission, in which it is shown 
‘that during last year 140,000 people in the southern states were 
treated for hookworm. Conceding that the majority of this host 
‘remains immune from the plague and is restored to normal effi- 
ciency, the gain of the section from every standpoint will be an 
emphatic one. 

“More important, however, than even these rehabilitated vic- 
tims of uncinariasis is the propaganda for hygiene and sanitation 
made section-wide as a result of the crusade. In every southern 
‘state entered by the commission, the local authorities co-operated 
jin sowing broadcast the gospel of prevention of disease. Com- 
‘munities that had long neglected duty and opportunity in the 
direction of health were awakened to both. : 

Chief among the benefits of a movement of this nature is that 
it is cumulative. The county or township that has learned how to 
safeguard its health stands as an example to more slothful neigh- 
bors, and it may be relied upon not to relapse into old conditions. 
Gradually the sentiment favoring twentieth-century hygiene gains 
greater vogue and more consistent enforcement. So that, in the long 
run, the inauguration of a campaign against one special disease 
must: inevitably ntilitate for improved general health conditions in 
every part of the southern states.

MEETS IN MAC 


President Duckworth Insists That 
His Resignation Be Aecepled 


Members Urged to Raise More 
Live Stock—Free Agricul- 
tural Schools in Each Coun- 
ty Recommended—National 
President Barrett Presides. 


The Farmers’ Union of Georgia is 
holding its seventh annual convention 
in Macon today, with about 400 dele- 
gates from 130 counties in attendance. 
They will be .here three days. Today 
was devoted mostly to organization, 
and to the reading of the ‘reports and 
annual addresses. 

In his address, President R. F. Duck- 
worth, who insists that his resignation 
as president shall be accepted, urged 
the farmers to raise more live stock, 
and recommended the establishment of 
a free agricultural school in each coun- 
ty. The reports showed the union to 
be in a flourishing condition, the 
finances in sound shape, and the mem- 
bership growing. 

Tonight the delegates were compli- 
mented by The Macon Telegraph with 
a barbecue. 

President Charles S, Barrett, of the 

National Farmers’ Union, presided.over 
the meeting today, and made a spirited 
address. There is a great deal of en- 
thusiasm among the delegates, who in- 
clude some of Georgia's most prom- 
inent and successful farmers, and it is 
believed that much good will be ac- 
complished by the convention. 
{ A plea for continued unity of purpose, 
the many achievements of the pa&t 
eight months, the harmonious co-oper- 
ation how existing and plans for the 
future were a few of the many inter- 
esting features of the annual address 
of President R. F, Duckworth. He said 
in part: 


Duckworth’s Address. 

“The farmers can succeed only by 
standing together, having a unity of 
purpose,and refusing to be demoralized 
by rumors, instnuations or suggestions. 
They must learn to have business judg- 
ment to investigate first, approve or 
condemn afterwards. 

“T am glad to be able to report that 
there is peace throughout the union 
now, and every indication is that the 
membership realize what a fight there 
is before them if they are to get a 
reasonable price for their cotton. I feel 
sure that the old-time unity ef action 
and unrelenting determination will 
characterize the workings of the or- 
ganization during the coming fight. 

“We are not showing the noisy en- 
thusiasm that we once did, but there 
is a steady, upward movement that 
means permanency. 

“The cotton farmer makes a mistake 


{when he does not effectively encourage 


the growing of more and better live 
stock. 

“When we add to the recent number 
of horses, cows, sheep and hogs, we 
will materially increase the necessity 
for feed crops. To increase the produc- 
tion of our food crops, we will neces- 
sarily reduce the number of acres that 
otherwise would be planted in cotton.”

Completion of the agricultural and 
science building at the Georgia Norma! 
and Industrial Collegé at Milledge- 
ville was announced to Governor 
Brown yesterday by President M. M. 
Parks and three: members of the poard 
of directors, who ealled upon him— 
Colonel J. M. DuPree, of Montezuma, 
T. We Atkinson, of Newnan, and Dr. 
E. A. Tigner,-of Milledgeville. ! 

The principal. object of the commit- 
tee’s call upon the governor was to 
return to the state treasury through 
him a. check for $30.03, which was left 
from. the fund apporpriated by the 
legislature for the erection of the 
building. 

Completed Within Appropriation. 

The building committee, and, in fact, 
the entire Board of trustees, is justly 
proud of :this achievement—the com- 
pletion of the building entirely within 
the appropriation, and turning back a 
smail amount of the appropriation to 
the state. 

The legislature appropriated $35,000 
for the building under Governor 
Brown's first administration.

The ‘building was constructed by 
day labor under the direction of the 
building committee, composed of Pres- 
ident M. M. Parks, Dr. E. A. Tigner 
and Miller S. Bell, of Milledgeville. 
This committee’s report was carefully 
examined and approved, and the fol- 
lowing resolution was unanimously 
adopted by the board of directors: 

“The board 6f directors of Georgia 
Normal and Industrial College have 
received the report of building com- 
mittee of the new Science hall, and 
having examined the same, we accept 
the report as eminently satisfactory. 

“We express our thanks’ fo this 
committee, composed of M. M. Farks, 
E. A. Tigner and M. 8. Bell, for the 
generous and efficient service rendered 
by them to the college and state.

NO REVISED AGREEMENT 
FOR AMERICAN LEAGUE 


Chicago, February 15.—The Ameri- 
can baseball league owners, in session 
here today, refused to ratify the re- 
vised national agreement and referred 
it as a whole to President B. B. John- 
son for revision. No date was set for 
his report on it. 

Numerous objections were offered to 
the agreement, but the most unpepular 
clause seemed to be the one relating to 
inter-league waivers on drafted and 
purchased major league players. It 
provides, among other things, that 
neither a drafted nor purchased player 
shall be sent to a minor league ciub 
ufttil all the clubs in both leagues 
shall have had an opportunity to 
waive on him. Drafted players must 
be delivéred immediately. But in the 
case of a purchased player the clause 
provides “the waiver price of @ pur- 
chased player shall be fixed by nego- 
tiations between the interested clubs, 
and in the event of their inability to 
agree, by the commission, whose de- 
cision shal] be final: of a drafted play- 
er, the amount paid for his selection, 
plus $250.” 

In the past it has not been neces- 
sary for team owners in either of the 
big leagues to obtain waivers on pur- 
chased players outside their own or- 
ganiZations, and in case where high- 
priced players were concerned, it has 
been customary to reimburse fully the 
seller for his outlay in obtaining the 
player. 

Under the proposed ruling several 
team owners sdée a possibility of high 
priced players going for the waiver 
price, a few hundred dollars and $250. 

Although the agreement was not 
ratified today, all of the conferees are 
confident it soon will be. With a few 
changes, they say, the whole document 
will he satisfactory to them. 

The club owners voted unanimously 
to empower President Jounson to use 
whatever measures he might see fit 
in order to suppress betting in all the 
league's parks.

New York, February 15.—The cotton 
rarket showed continuous  nervous- 
ness today and fluctuations were very 
irregular, but all advances seemed to 
meet increased offerings and the close 
Was easy at a net loss of from 5 to 
12 points for th. day, with the more 
active old crop positions practically 
40 points under the high levels of 
yesterday morning. 

The market opened steady at un- 
changed prices to a decline of 5 
points, and right after the call sold 
about 6 to 9 points net lower on the 
active months under overnight sell- 
ing orders and in sympathy wiih easy 
Liverpool cables. Bull support and 
covering steadied the market at this 
level and fluctuations during the mid- 
die of the day were exceedingly nerv- 
ous and erratic, with prices at one 
time selling some 5 or 6 points above 
the closing figures of last night on the 
active positions, but there Was a de- 


Jf -Aded undercurrent of uneasiness, of- 


ferings showed a disposition to be- 
cOinme heavier on every bulge, and 
while leading bull brokers were active 
buyers in the last half hour, there ap- 
peared to be an overwhelining pressure 
against the market and the close was 
at the lowest level of the day. Ru- 
mors that exporters were offering to 
recall spots bought at lower prices, 
and that some cotton in the local stock 
Which had been bought for shipment 
to Liverpool at wider differences, Was 
sold here yesterday instead, undoubt- 
@dly contributed to the unsettled tone 
of the market, while during the late 
trading there were rumors of private 
cables from London reporting ahat a 
strike among British coal miners how 
appeared inevitable. * New Orleans, 
Wall street and commission houses 
Were all heavy sellers here at times 
during the day, and aside from the 
support from leading bull brokers, 
there appeared to be little demand ex- 
cept for profit-taking on the part of 
récent sellers. Spot news from the 
svuth was more or less conflicting and 
the markets officially reported were 
rather irregular.

STOCKS STRONGER 
IN EARLY TRADING 


But in Afternoon Prices Eased 
Off—Changes of No — 


Consequence. 


New York, February 15.—Under the 
leadership of Union Pacifie and United 
States Steel, the stock market devel- 
oped moderate strength the first half 
of today’s trading. These two lead- 
ers, as well as Great Northern pre- 
ferred, Canadian Pacific and Reading, 
improved a point or more, and smaller 
gains were made by most other stocks. 
In the afternoon prices: eased off and 
net changes in most instances were 
of sma!l consequence, 

The movement was another illustra- 
tion of the irresolute, confused state 
of speculative opinion at present. Pro- 
fessional traders sought eagerly some 
indications of the probable course of 
stocks, but were able to form no con- 
clusive opinion. The market apparent- 
ly has reached a condition of eqailib- 
rium, while traders await the appear- 
ance of some new influence of suffi- 
cient importance to have a decided ef- 
fect. 

The widest movements were among 
the less active issues, a number of 
which were dealt in at rising prices. 
Fluctuations of these stocks attracted 
the most attention on account of dull- 
ness of standard issues. American To- 
bacco, United Cigars preferred, Inter- 
boro, Metropolitan vureferred, National 
Lead preferred, Mackay Company, 
Railway Steel Spring preferred and a 
number of others of the _ specialtied 
rose from one to five points. 

Reduction of the dividend rate on 
Federal Mining and Smelting preferred 
was followed by a decline of a point 
in that stock. Some pressure on the 
coal stocKs was apparent ai times. 
Reading moved in an irregular fash- 
ion, losing an early advance and la- 
ter recovering it. Central Railroad of 
New Jersey lost 15 points. 

The copper stocks responded 
ports of a better tone in the copper 
metal market, a heavy foreign de- 
mand and the strong statistical posi- 
tion shown in the fortnightly state- 
ment of the European visible supply, 
Which revealed a ecrease of 2,400 
tons. Amalgamated Copper, American 
Smelting and Utah Copper all rose a 
point or more. 

The statement of the country’s for- 
eign trade as a whole in January was 
as favorable as had been predicted. 
Merchandise exports .were shown to 
have been the largest ever made in 
that month, aside from 1908, $56,000,000 
in excess of the total for January of 
1911. Imports were’ the largest on rec- 
ord. The excess, of exports over im- 
ports ran below® that of the same 
month of several other years

|PRICES OF GRAIN 


IN SHARP BREAK 


Reports of Settlement of Strike 
in Argentina Caused 
the Decline. 


Chicago, February 15.—Reports that 
the Argentime strike*had been settled 
in fact, as well as in theory, tumbled 
Prices today in the market for wheat. 
The close was 3-8 to 4% down, as com- 
Pared with 24 hours before. All other 
leading staples, too, suffered a decline 
—corn % to 4 @3-8, oats %& to %, and 
hog products 2% to 7%. 

Right at the start wheat received a 
severe jolt from the. lively way in 
which receipts piled in at all the pri- 
mary terminals. Minneapolis alone had 
more than last year’s total for the 
entire country on the corresponding 
day. In addition, a high authority 
issued a statement that the winter 
crop outlook was above the average. 

Foreign news at first seemed aiso 
likely to be disappointing to the bulls. 
Later, however, Europeans. were re- 
ported as active here in 
new crop futures, and there was a 
sharp upturn. Then came statements 
that the Argentine strikers had re- 
turned tO work, The idea that the 
labor difficulties, which have so seri- 
ously held back supplies from South 
America, were completely at an end, 
knocked nearly a cent a bushel from 
prices here and left the market weak. 
Between the openin and the close 
May fluctuated from 31.01% to $1.03@ 
1.03%, with last sales $1.01 7-8@1.02, 
a loss of % net. 

Assertions that owing to favorable 
weather, the railroads would have 
their facilities in materially better 
shape next week took away support 
from corn, notwithstanding improved 
cash demand at St. Louis and Kansas 
City. The break in wheat acted like- 
wise against the bull side. May ranged 
between 683-8@68% and 69, closing 
easy, % off at 68 3-8@68%. Cash grades 
were unsettled. No. 2 yellow was 
quoted at 65@65%. 

Scattered selling and little disposi- 
tion to buy explained the sag in oats. 
The setback for other grain made the 
bulls take in their horns. Top and 
bottom figures reached for May were 
527-8 and 52%, with the close at the 
last-mentioned level, a decline of ‘4c 
from last nigiit. 

rovisions ruled heavy, packers being 
free sellers and the demand only mod- 
erate. Liberal receipts of hogs fright- 
ened the trade out of any attempt at 
an advance. When the session ended 
prices showed an average drop of 2% 
to a nickel.

Stimson's I'irst Sharp Rebuke. 

The secretary at this point adminis- 
tered his first sharp rebuke. Referring 
to the foregoing, he says: 

“This is not an isolated instance of 
insubordination and impropriety on 
vour part, nor is it made in the absence 
ot warning as to the necessary conse- 
quences of such ah outburst, On the 
oth of September last vou submitted 
to me a memorandum in which you, 
by insinuatlon, charged the chief of 
‘staff with improper motives in his 
roposed action of relieving certain 
Officers of the recruiting service.”’ 

The memorandum referred to de- 
clared that Colonel Murray and Major 
Dugan were to be relleved because 
had given testimony to a con- 
gressional committee on certain leg- 
islation, testimony which was at va- 
riance with that given by Major Gen- 
eral Wood, the chief of staff. Gen- 
erals Ainsworth intimated that persons

Then, referring to General 
worth, he ‘continued:
